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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a positional information management system for tracking the 
position of a person in a hotel. The independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct 
features "recording means for recording a pair of the tag ID and the detector ID, and a 
time at which the detector has detected; and positional information management means 
including the recording means, for managing positional information of the user, base on 
the pair and the time". The closest prior art, Chaco et al. (US 5,455,851 ) and Ulrich et 
al. (US 6,825,763) discloses conventional personnel tracking system; either singularly 
or in combinations, fails to anticipate the above limitations obvious.
